Interesting Facts 
Are Announced By 
Tree Expert 


More oaks are struck by light­ 
ning than any other trees. 
The elm comes next, then the 
pine, ash, poplar and maples-^-in 
that 
order—according 
to O. W. 
Spicer, president of the Bartlett 
Tree Expert Co. 


In a study of lightning struck 
trees over a period of 25 years, I 
Spicer also discovered that: 
Lightning 
does 
strike 
twice. I 
sometimes three times in the same I 
tree. 


Trees that reach 50, 60 and 70, 
feet tall become increasingly choice j 
targets for lightning. 
No location is completely safe 
from lightning. Yet trees standing I 
in a grove or in groups are struck : 
with more frequency than those 
standing alone or deep in a forest. 
The tallest tree is in most danger 
of being struck 


Trees along banks of a stream 
or lake 
are more likely to be j 
struck than those in drier soil. 
A tree may be killed by light­ 
ning without any outward bark 
evidence of it having been struck. 
The roots have been killed by the 
electrical discharge. 
j 
Trees can be protected against 
lightning damage by lightning rod 
installations. 
For years the owner of a beau- j 
tiful summer estate in the Adir- 
ondacks lost one or more 75-foot 
tall pine or oak trees by lightning 
damage. Several years ago he pro* 
tected the most beautiful speci­ 
mens wfith lightning rod installa­ 
tion. Not one tree has been dam­ 
aged since.

and more tree owners, 
Spicer 
reports, 
are 
protecting 
their valuable shade trees and his­ 
toric trees against lightning dam­ 
age.

ductor is extended from the top

Why are the oak, elm and pine 
most frequently struck by light­ 
ning? No one knows exactly. Per­

Present Predictions 
Could Be Upset

DETROIT, Ju ly 11— (/Pi— Barrin

crippling work stoppages the auto 
’ 
industry will builcl 2,650,000 ve- 
( 
hides in the coming six months. 
That will give a 1949 United 
States factory output of close to, 
5,700,000 cars and trucks. 
Perhaps this is a bold prediction.1 
Nevertheless, most industry chron­ 
iclers expect a new record this 
years, and that appears already 
assured. The present record is 5,- 
385 ,420 units, made just 20 years 
ago. Unlike 1929, there isn’t any 
mad scramble to consume huge 
quantities of raw materials mov­ 
ing into the car factories. 
This 
year the industry has fairly good 
control of its production program. 
Of course, guesses about what 
will happen in 
the 
six 
months 
ahead can go wrong. A strike in 
the steel industry 
or 
the 
coal 
mines or a work stoppage in any 
one of the major auto plants would 
quickly upset all the industry's 
planning. It probably would prob­ 
ably upset the planning of a lot of 
would-be car buyers, too. 


Prediction Flops 
Several 
productions 
made it 
March and April this year went 
completely wrong. There was for 
example, the almost general asser­ 
tion that used car prices, then at 
low* levels, would bounce back by 
May I. At the end of June they I 
had come back only slightly and 
the best used car market period I 
was nearing its end. 
Another prediction that fell flat 
was that new car sales in the first 
half of the year would taper off 
to the point where a “ price war’’ j 
would develop around mid-year. 
Instead, 
sales 
hit 
new 
high I 
marks and promise to continue j 
through most of the three months ! 
ahead at high levels. And as far 
as a “ price war” is concerned it > 
isn’t in sight for this year at least. I 
Most industry reporters expect j 
some down ward price adjustments 
but none of the cuts to come w ill ^ 
match the individual boosts that 
were made in 1947 and 1948. 
» 


'Buy N ow ’ Pressure 


These increases, as most motorist 
will recall added as much as $100 : 
overnight to the cost 
of 
a 
car. I 
Some would-be car buyers watch- j 
cd prices go up as much as $300 
while they awaited delivery 
So if you want a new car there 
isn’t much to be gained by wait­ 
ing for price cuts. 
Many views 
about prices have been revised in 
recent weeks. The best guess now 
seems to be that when the reduc­ 
tions come they will be of small 
amounts, especially in the lower 
priced field. 
Careful .shopping has shown in 
many instances that trade-in al­ 
lowances on 1948 models are better 
now than they were a couple of 
months ago. 
This is particularly 
true if the shopper finds a dealer 
with more cars than orders. There 
are some such dealers in almost 
every large community. 
Surveys show, too, that in many 
cases a car owner can do better rn 
a trade-in than he can by selling 
his car at a used car lot.
